The Ceres Cnajter was active in State spon 
sored contests during 1951 winning Sth place in 
the livestock judging contest, 4th place in the 
chapter forestry contest and 2nd place on the 
Southwest Virginia Chapter forestry contest. 
Four chapter members attended the Holiday Lake 
Forestry camp and 4 members attended the F.F.A.~ 
F.H.A. camp at Smithfield. 


Some of the highlights of the program of 
work for the remainder of the year are: To hold 
the annual Father - Son banquet in March, to co~ 
operate with the Virginia Forest Service, Tenn~ 
essee Valley Authority and Virginia Commission 
of Game and Inland fisheries by setting out 25, 
500 tree seedlings, 15,000 Intermedia Lespedeza 
plants and seeding 15 wildlife food patches con~ 
sisting of 1/8 acre each.
